Missing  Persons 

In  spite  of  its  excellence,  there  is  one 
aspect  missing  from  the  75th  Anni- 
versary Bulletin.  After  reading  the  is- 
sue one  must  assume  that  the  deans 
played  no  part  in  the  life  and  de- 
velopment of  Pine  Manor.  No  men- 
tion is  made  of  Hetty  Wheeler,  me, 
Mrs.  Crawford,  or  those  who  fol- 
lowed us. 

While  all  those  who  knew  her  were 
devoted  to  Mrs.  Potter,  she  treated 
me  as  if  I were  her  daughter.  It  was  in 
1950  that  Miss  Cooke,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Mildred  McAfee  Hor- 
ton, president  of  Wellesley,  and  Mary 
Chase,  vice  president,  asked  me  to 
come  to  Pine  Manor  Junior  College  to 
"revitalize  it."  At  that  time  enroll- 
ment was  falling.  The  director  of  ad- 
missions had  not  been  out  of  the 
town  of  Wellesley  in  20  years  and  saw 
no  need  fo  recruit.  Curriculum 
changes  were  in  the  air  for  all  junior 
colleges. 

Prom  fhe  moment  I first  entered 
the  town  of  Wellesley,  I loved  it  and 


my  little  cottage  behind  Pine  Holm. 
The  friends  I made  have  stayed  with 
me  ever  since:  Mrs.  Crawford,  Mrs. 
Greene,  Mrs.  Sleeper,  and  some 
sadly  gone.  We  have  met  every  year 
since  and  travelled  worldwide 
together. 

When  I took  over  as  dean  I began  to 
visit  schools,  attend  headmistress 
meetings,  conferences,  and  to  visit 
colleges  to  gain  admission  for  "my 
girls"  who  wanted  to  continue.  I re- 
call my  visit  to  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design  and  the  first  meeting  with 
Carl  Perry  and  his  return  visit  to  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College. 

When  I began  at  PMJC,  I dis- 
covered to  my  horror  that  there  was 
no  provision  for  pensions  or  social  se- 
curity for  faculty,  staff,  or  all  fhose 
charming  gentlewomen  serving  as 
housemothers.  I consider  possibly 
my  greatest  achievement  as  dean  was 
working  with  Mildred  H.  Mahoney 
'19  who  was  active  in  Massachusetts 
politics  to  secure  social  security  for 
everyone  at  PMJC. 

In  1952 1 went  to  Florence,  Italy,  to 
try  and  establish  a PMJC  year  abroad 
study  program.  That  was  an  innova- 
tive idea  in  1952. 1 am  convinced  we 
deans  played  a life-giving  role  at 
PMJC. 

In  1953  my  career  took  a right  angle 
turn  and  since  then  I have  been  in- 
volved in  archeology.  Although  now 
past  mandatory  retirement  age,  I go 
to  my  office  at  the  university  museum 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  at 
least  four  days  a week  as  registrar  in 
the  Near  East  section  and  as  a mu- 
seum docent.  I am  too  busy  to  retire. 

My  interest  in  and  affection  for 
Pine  Manor  will  always  be  wifh  me. 
The  history  of  Pine  Manor,  however, 
should  contain  recognition  for  those 
who  fought  for  her  in  her  sfruggling 
days  and  for  those  many  hours  we 
spent  composing  those  early  morn- 
ing chapel  talks  and  meal  time 
blessings.

Honoring  Helen  Grace  Coates  and  Leonard  Bernstein

Thus  spoke  maestro  Leonard 
Bernstein,  conductor,  pianist, 
and  composer,  of  his  extraor- 
dinary teacher,  Helen  Grace  Coates. 
Founder's  Day  1987  celebrated  the 
achievements  of  Mr.  Bernstein  and 
Miss  Coates,  who  taught  piano  at 
Pine  Manor  from  1921  to  1944.  Five 
hundred  students,  alumnae,  staff, 
and  friends  crowded  Ellsworth  Hall 
on  March  24  to  salute  the  pair,  who 
received  honorary  degrees  from  Pine 
Manor  College.  Former  students  of 
Miss  Coates  traveled  from  as  far  away 
as  California,  Nevada,  and  Florida  to 
honor  their  teacher.  Following  the 
ceremony,  students  seeking  auto- 
graphs as  well  as  photographers  from 
AP,  UPI,  Newsweek  and  other  news 
media  surrounded  the  two  at  a recep- 
tion held  in  the  refectory. 

After  remarks  by  former  student 
Marcia  Hobart  Howell  '41  and  Dr. 
Rodman  Henry,  art  history  profes- 
sor, the  honorary  degrees  were  con- 
ferred and  Mr.  Bernstein  delivered 
his  address.  He  recalled  his  earliest 
experiences  with  the  piano  "as  a 
music-mad  little  boy"  when  he  en- 
tered Miss  Coates'  tutelage  at  age  14. 
"We  were  instant  friends,"  he  said. 
"She  taught  me  . . . how  to  discipline 
my  crazed  and  raging  fingers."  What 
began  as  lessons  in  music  soon  be- 
came lessons  in  life:  "We  talked  of 
. . . religious  and  ethnic  tolerance, 
justice  and  honor,  and  of  course.  Pine 
Manor.  [My  lessons  were]  more  like 
visits,  with  conversations  of  increas- 
ing depth  . . . from  which  I emerged 
. . . in  a state  of  grace."  The  young 
musician  saw  Dana  Hall,  where  Miss 
Coates  taught  at  the  time,  as  "my 
chief  rival  for  Helen's  attentions," 
but,  he  said,  addressing  a responsive 
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Leonard  Bernstein,  who  gave  the  Convocation 
address,  shared  warm  reminiscences  of  his 
teacher.

When,  at  25,  he  debuted  with  the 
New  York  Philharmonic  and  became 
so  suddenly  famous,  he  called  on 
Miss  Coates  to  be  his  personal  secre- 
tary. She  left  Pine  Manor  in  1944  and 
since  then  has  given  her  student  en- 
couragement and  advice,  accom- 
panied him  on  six  tours  to  Israel  and 
Japan,  and  handled  his  personal 
affairs. 

A musician  in  her  own  right.  Miss 
Coates  studied  piano  and  music  the- 
ory at  Rockford  College  while  still  in 
high  school.  She  made  her  musical 
debut  in  Kansas  City,  and  after  exten- 
sive performances  in  the  West,  came 
to  Boston  to  work  with  Heinrich 
Gebhard.  Helen  Coates  performed 
throughout  New  England  with  fellow 
Gebhard  student  Jean  Whittingham. 
At  Gebhard's  studio  she  met  the  man 
who  would  later  call  her  his  "musical 
mother"  and  the  decisive  influence  in 
his  training. 

Founder's  Day,  endowed  by  the 
Ellis  family,  Pamela  '69,  Sally  '71,  and 
Pauline  '76,  honors  Helen  Temple 
Cooke  and  her  commitment  to  fine 
teaching.  Bernstein's  speech  reso- 
nated with  the  deep  love  and  respect 
he  feels  for  his  teacher,  a tribute  most 
appropriate  to  the  occasion.  He  said, 
"[Helen  Coates  is]  my  close  friend, 
manager,  confidante,  traveling  com- 
panion, and  inspiring  sharer  of  much 
of  my  life,  an  active  participant  in  my 
personal  joys  of  music  and  teaching 
and  living  ....  But  more,  much 
more,  she  has  been  a fierce  devotee, 
the  very  embodiment  of  commit- 
ment, dedication,  and  caring."

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She  has  slept  on  a mat 
in  a bamboo  hut  in 
Thailand  and  eaten 
dog.  She  has  ridden  a don- 
key into  the  thin  ceiling  of 
sky  over  Tibet's  severe 
mountains.  She  has  ven- 
tured, alone,  into  remote 
Chinese  villages,  without 
map  or  guides,  equipped 
only  with  Nikons  and 
curiosity. 

In  some  ways,  Kevin 
Kling's  life  reads  like  a 
Cinderella  dream:  a young 
novice  takes  photographs 
on  a trip  to  Tibet,  submits 
them  to  Europe's  GEO 
magazine,  and  launches  a 
nearly  instant  career  of  in- 
ternational travel,  maga- 
zine assignments,  and 
book  contracts.  At  its 
heart,  Kevin's  story  is 
one  of  discovery  and  risk, 
a setting  out  into  new 
frontiers,  both  actual  and 
her  own. 

She  thanks  Pine  Manor 
for  spurring  her  love  of  art 
history  and  France,  which 
set  the  course  for  her  life. 

She  spent  her  sophomore 
year  in  Paris,  falling  in 
love  with  a country  she 
would  later  call  home.  "I 
loved  Pine  Manor,"  says 
Kevin.  "Dorothy  Preston 
also  influenced  me  a lot.  I 
loved  her  class." 

When  Kevin  met  Paul 
Tapponier,  a French 
geophysicist,  a semester 
abroad  at  the  Sorbonne 
soon  grew  into  a year.  In  love  with 
both  Paris  and  Paul,  Kevin  left  Pine 
Manor  and  spent  a second  year 
studying  sculpture  at  the  Ecole  de 
Beaux  Arts.  Only  when  student  riots 
moved  her  sculpture  classes  to  a third 
floor  above  a meat  slaughterhouse 
where  carcasses  hung  in  a row,  did 
Kevin  think  about  a return  to  the 
States.  In  pursuit  of  a calmer  climate 
and  more  serious  study,  Kevin  en- 
rolled in  Massachusetts  College  of 
Art.  Late  to  register,  Kevin  found  all 
sculpture  classes  closed,  a fortuitous 


a film  magazine  to  support 
herself.  Finally,  unexpect- 
edly, the  "big  break"  came 
her  way. 

As  a geophysicist  who 
specializes  in  plate  tec- 
tonics, Paul  Tapponier 
was  invited  by  the  Chinese 
government  to  study  the 
fault  lines  and  plate  move- 
ments of  central  Tibet.  A 
wild  remote  territory  with 
more  land  area  than  all  of 
eastern  and  western  Eu- 
rope, Tibet  provides  a bar- 
ren home  to  only  six  mil- 
lion people  and  the 
world's  highest  moun- 
tains. Due  to  its  extreme 
ruggedness,  altitudes,  and 
rarified  air,  Tibet  makes 
life  difficult  for  foreigners. 
Since  most  of  the  country 
stands  above  the  timber- 
line,  even  breathing  is 
painful.  To  help  him  en- 
dure such  stark  condi- 
tions, the  Chinese  granted 
a special  concession:  Paul 
could  bring  his  wife, 

Kevin.  At  the  time,  Tibet 
was  a closed  region.  It  was 
unusual  to  invite  any 
westerner,  especially  a 
woman,  into  such  a land. 

While  Paul  and  the 
French  team  studied  the 
region's  geology,  Kevin 
explored  on  her  own.  With 
a small,  stocky  horse  or  a 
jeep,  she  would  trek  over 
an  eerie  terrain,  capturing 
yak,  rock,  mountain,  light, 
and  sky  on  film.  A month 
later,  her  money  and  visa  ran  out, 
and  Paul  had  three  months  to  go.  Re- 
luctantly, Kevin  headed  to  Paris  vow- 
ing to  return  to  this  wild  land. 

At  a friend's  suggestion,  she 
brought  her  slides  to  the  Paris  office 
of  GEO,  a National  Geographic-style 
magazine  that  features  outstanding 
photography  in  a large  format.  The 
next  day,  she  was  on  the  plane  to 
their  German  headquarters,  meeting 
Editor-in-Chief  Rolf  Winter,  the  man 
who  would  launch  her  professional 
career.

event  that  led  to  three  years  of  train- 
ing in  photography  and  film.  At  the 
same  time,  Paul,  whom  she  would 
later  marry,  was  a research  fellow 
at  MIT. 

Back  in  Paris,  Kevin  supported  her 
search  for  work  in  film  by  modeling 
clothing  for  Cacharel  and  other  de- 
signers. "I  hated  modeling,"  she 
says,  "but  it  was  great  money,  and  I 
kept  thinking  I would  stop."  She  did 
some  film  work  as  a sound  engineer 
on  small-time  productions,  but  fell 
back  on  the  modeling  and  writing  for

After  a screening  of  her  work.  Win- 
ter turned  to  the  yet-to-be-published 
Kling,  saying,  "Kevin,  I think  we  can 
work  together,"  then,  to  his  secre- 
tary, "Give  her  what  she  needs." 

Skirt  pockets  full  of  deutsche  marks, 
Kevin  practically  danced  out  of  his  of- 
fice, on  her  way  back  to  Tibet  and  into 
a career  in  international  photogra- 
phy. That  trip  was  the  first  of  many 
sponsored  by  GEO,  and  others  on  her 
own,  which  would  take  her  to  India, 
Pakistan,  China,  Thailand,  Nepal, 
Ecuador,  and  Peru.  Two  books,  many 
articles,  and  thousands  of  miles  and 
slides  later,  Kevin  still  calls  GEO  "my 
dream  place  to  get  published."  Even 
after  seven  years,  her  wanderlust 
fuels  her  search  for  the  unusual,  the 
captured  moment,  when  a landscape 
becomes  an  "artscape"  of  light, 
space,  and  line. 


"When  I see  what  I want,  I know 
it,"  says  Kevin.  "It's  a spiritual,  ab- 
stract thing;  I can't  explain  it.  If  I see  a 
caravan  of  yaks  over  a high  pass,  I get 
off  my  horse,  or  out  of  my  jeep,  and 
try  to  capture  it  so  that  is  doesn't  look 
like  a yak  caravan  going  over  a hill.  If 
I see  mountains  and  fields,  I see  lines, 
forms,  compositions  of  a painting. 
Something  different  than  just  what 
it  is." 

On  this  particular  occasion,  a pass 
at  18,000  feet,  Kevin  forgot  the  haz- 
ards of  altitude.  In  her  excitement, 
she  jumped  out  of  her  jeep  too  fast, 
became  dizzy,  and  dropped  her  cam- 
era down  the  mountain  slope.  Since 
then,  she  has  always  carried  three. 

For  Kevin,  Tibet  and  its  people  are 
a passion,  her  trip  there  something 
sacred,  a spiritual  time.  Out  of  it,  she 
published  articles  in  GEO  and  other

magazines,  contributed  to  a book, 
and  wrote  a book  of  her  own.  Her 
first  book,  Tibet,  features  over  100 
color  photographs  of  the  serene,  de- 
serted landscapes  and  scenes  of  daily 
life  in  that  unexplored  land.  Pub- 
lished first  in  France,  Tibet  is  now 
available  in  English,  published  by 
Thames  and  Hudson  in  England,  dis- 
tributed in  the  U.S.  through  Norton. 

Minority  cultures  and  the  way  they 
live  fascinate  Kling.  “I  try  to  find 
people  doing  things  in  their  daily  ac- 
tivities. I try  to  put  the  scene  in  a 
form,  a composition,  more  like  a 
painting  than  journalism.  1 want  to 
capture  the  aesthetics  1 see  in  daily 
life." 

Kling's  interest  has  led  her  to 
spend  months  in  Yunnan,  China's 
most  southwestern  province,  study- 
ing China's  minority  cultures.  In  an- 


other effort,  Kling  photographed  the 
Indians  of  the  Sierra,  the  Andean 
highlands  of  Ecuador.  Her  book  is 
due  out  in  Paris  this  fall. 

"Tm  an  altitude  snob,"  says  Kevin. 
After  Tibet,  where  the  height  of  the 
lowest  valley  exceeds  the  highest 
peak  in  the  Alps,  Kling  has  sought 
out  the  world's  high  places  and  the 
people  who  live  in  them.  "I  feel  so 
many  times  this  spirituality  with 
landscapes,"  she  says.  "Mount  Ever- 
est has  a facade  like  a sphinx  face,  so 
hypnotic  and  powerful.  From  the  Ti- 
betan side,  it  looks  like  a single  peak. 
Certain  mountains  have  a person- 
ality. They  talk  to  you  or  they  don't.  I 
can  understand  the  power  a moun- 
tain can  have  on  someone."  Recently, 
her  quest  led  her  to  India  to  prepare 
for  a new  book.  "Tibet  is  still  the  pin- 
nacle, although  each  region  has  a 
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special  place  in  my  heart.  India  ap- 
peals to  my  senses  in  a very  profound 
way.  I love  India  very  deeply.” 

Her  deep  love  for  the  earth's  wild 
lands  and  forbidden  territories  shows 
in  the  profound  beauty  of  her  work. 
Just  as  Kling  has  formed  the  land  into 
new  shapes  for  viewers  worldwide, 
the  land  has  shaped  Kevin's  view  of 
life.  "It's  some  sort  of  interior 
search,"  she  says.  "I  am  curious;  I am 
relentless;  I don't  give  up.  By  observ- 
ing others,  I come  closer  to  discover- 
ing who  I am  by  finding  out  who  I am 
not.  I am  asking,  who  am  I as  a 
human?” 

Kevin  Kling  has  come  a long  way 
from  the  Brownie  Bullit  camera  her 
grandmother  won  from  a bank  then 
gave  her  when  she  was  five  years  old. 
Then,  and  much  later,  she  never 
dreamed  at  36  she'd  be  a professional 


photographer,  following  her  curi- 
osity to  the  earth's  end.  Yet  all  the 
while,  she  had  trained  for  just  such 
a life. 

From  her  education  in  Boston  in 
photography  to  her  forays  into  Tur- 
key and  Iran  to  take  photographs 
(while  living  in  Paris),  Kling  has 
watched  through  the  lens  of  her  cam- 
era to  better  understand  the  ques- 
tions of  her  heart. 

"It  was  a discovery  of  my  art  that 
was  already  there,”  says  Kevin,  "that 
I just  tapped  into  as  a professional  re- 
source. Capturing  a moment  [on  film] 
is  something  special.  It  makes  you 
appreciateevery  instant  of  life.”  A

Returning  to  college  at  age  47 

made  me  feel  19.  After  raising  a 
son  as  a single  parent  for  15 
years,  I returned  to  college  for  a bach- 
elor of  music  degree,  majoring  in  per- 
formance. Although  it  had  been  years 
since  1 had  played  the  piano  seri- 
ously, 1 jumped  in  with  both  feet  and 
all  ten  fingers.  It  was  an  adventure  — 
and  one  of  the  most  rewarding  things 
I have  ever  done. 

I love  music,  and  it  has  always 
been  a part  of  my  life.  I started  play- 
ing the  piano  when  I was  two,  began 
lessons  at  four,  and  was  soon  playing 
all  of  my  older  sister's  pieces.  Since 
my  father  was  a career  Army  officer,  I 
studied  piano  all  over  the  world  with 
some  marvelous  people:  Dorsey 
Whittington  at  Birmingham  Southern 
when  I was  14,  Lazare  Levy  at  the 
Paris  Conservatory  in  the  late  '40s, 
Mieczyslaw  Horszowski  in  New  York 
while  I was  at  Pine  Manor.  At  13, 1 
soloed  with  the  North  Carolina  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  playing  a Mozart 
concerto. 

I chose  Pine  Manor  because  of  its 
reputation,  small  size,  and  proximity 
to  New  York.  Denise  Bacon  '40,  also  a 
student  of  Horszowski's,  taught  me 
piano  at  Pine  Manor  between  my 
lessons  in  New  York.  Ruth  Ann 
Sleeper,  another  fine  teacher,  gave 
me  a lot  of  love  and  mothering  I 
needed.  I finished  Pine  Manor  with  a 
"music  diploma"  and  planned  to  con- 
tinue my  studies.  I married  instead. 

When  my  marriage  of  nine  years 
ended,  I needed  a way  to  support  my 
son,  Raleigh,  who  was  18  months 
old.  I waited  until  he  was  6 and  I was 
34  before  I worked  full  time,  joining 
an  ad  agency  in  Fayetteville,  NC, 
near  my  parents.  I worked  there  for 
ten  years,  keeping  up  with  my  music, 
but  I didn't  play  much.  It  was  impos- 
sible to  return  to  school. 

In  early  1980, 1 faced  a series  of  per- 
sonal crises:  my  father  had  died,  my 
mother  was  declining,  my  son  had 
gone  to  college,  and  a close  personal 
relationship  collapsed.  Then,  my 
year-old  job  with  a congressman 
ended.  Feeling  very  defeated,  I had 
to  regroup  and  decide  what  to  do. 

Suddenly,  I had  time  — no  money 
but  time  — to  do  what  I always  felt  I 
should  do:  obtain  a bachelor's  de- 
gree. I wrote  the  dean  of  music  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina, 
Greensboro,  and,  before  I knew  it, 
had  an  audition.  I played  Mozart, 
Bach,  and  Chopin  for  the  head  of  the 
piano  department  and  three  other 
faculty  — and  was  accepted  on  the 


spot.  By  August,  I was  a full-time  stu- 
dent 100  miles  from  home  and  would 
commute  weekly  for  3‘/2  years. 

Seven  semesters,  several  recitals, 
and  many  wonderful  times  later,  I 
graduated.  I was  51  and  felt  21 . It  was 
a fabulous  experience  for  me.  When 
you  are  struggling  with  a Bach  fugue, 
it  doesn't  matter  if  you're  13  or  93.  1 
studied  hard  and  learned  a great 
deal.  During  my  years  at  U.N.C.G.,  I 
was  in  numerous  performances,  ac- 
companying a singer  and  a violinist 
in  their  graduation  recitals,  and  giv- 
ing two  full-scale  recitals  of  my  own. 
The  last  one,  a degree  requirement, 
was  given  five  weeks  after  my 
mother's  death,  two  months  after  my 
son's  college  graduation,  and  a 
month  before  his  big  formal  wedding! 

I wouldn't  have  survived  without  the 
faculty's  generous  support  and  faith 
in  my  work,  my  friendships  with  stu- 
dents, and  my  family's  encourage- 
ment. At  the  time,  my  son,  also  in 
college,  came  every  time  I played, 
beaming  like  a proud  parent! 

Since  the  music  school  is  small  (300 
students)  and  piano  students  are  re- 
quired to  accompany  other  instru- 
mentalists and  singers,  we  all  knew 
each  other  pretty  well.  My  young 
friends  provided  me  with  moral  sup- 
port, advice,  and  humor.  I did  my 
share  of  listening  and  giving  advice  to 
the  lovelorn  and  even  a little  mother- 
ing once  in  a while.  Once  they  real- 
ized that  I was  a serious  student,  too, 
there  to  work,  learn,  and  take  part, 
they  accepted  me  with  no  qualms. 
Weekly  we  performed  for  the  teacher 
and  each  other;  we  became  a tightly 
knit  group.  These  relationships 
helped  carry  me  over  the  rough  spots 
such  as  my  first  few  performances. 

My  friends  encouraged  me  before- 
hand, during,  and  after  each  per- 
formance. They  made  hard  times 
bearable.  There  was  a lot  of  fun, 
foolishness,  and  laughter. 

After  graduation,  I had  planned  to 
go  right  on  to  graduate  school,  but  I 
remarried  my  senior  year  and  my  life 
has  changed.  Today,  I teach  piano  to 
students  in  a community  music  pro- 
gram and  enjoy  it.  Going  back  to 
school  gave  me  more  than  renewed 
confidence,  a degree,  and  a fine 
education.  It  reassured  me  that 
though  time  lost  can  never  be  re- 
gained, it's  possible  to  begin  now  and 
do  what  you  can  with  your  talents  in 
the  time  that  you  have.  Maybe  one 
day  I'll  go  to  graduate  school.  It's  i 
never  too  late.  .

Where  to  begin?  I guess,  with 
this  admonition:  if  any  of 
you  are  even  faintly  consid- 
ering going  back  to  school,  don't  give 
it  another  thought  — do  it!  What  be- 
gan as  a casual  conversation  with  a 
friend,  the  dean  of  liberal  arts  at  the 
University  of  Texas  at  Arlington, 
snded  with  my  pursuit  of  a bachelor 
if  general  studies  degree. 

At  Pine  Manor,  my  interests  were 
far  from  crystallized.  In  music,  Mrs. 
Sleeper  scolded  me  for  not  giving  my 
studies  my  best  effort.  She  was 
right.  ...  I spent  a lot  of  my  time 
"sharpening  pencils,"  as  my  mother 
would  have  called  it.  Classes  seemed 
dry,  since  I had  no  practical  tangible 
experiences  to  bring  them  to  life.  I en- 
joyed Dr.  Henry's  art  appreciation 
and  was  moved  years  later  when  I 
stood  at  the  feet  of  The  Winged  Vic- 
tory of  Samothrace  at  the  Louvre.  I 
still  reflect  on  his  philosophy. 

At  Pine  Manor  I was  forever  at- 
tending lectures  at  the  Ford  Hall 
Forum  to  hear  marvelous  speakers: 
Ayn  Rand,  Robert  Frost,  the  head  of 
the  John  Birch  society.  There  were 
plays,  art  films,  museums,  and 
Princeton  that  all  begged  my  attend- 
ance. The  advice  and  example  of  my 
roommate,  Sarah  Belden  Ravndal, 
helped  revamp  my  attitude:  she  felt 
that  education  is  best  achieved  when 
one  is  motivated  by  the  subject 
taught.  It  took  years  before  I under- 
stood the  significance  of  that 
philosophy. 

The  seeds  of  my  desire  for  knowl- 
edge were  sown  when  Bill  and  I were 
newlyweds  in  Philadelphia.  I had 
never  appreciated  history  — until  I 
furnished  our  home.  With  grocery 
money  in  hand,  I attended  auctions 
and  then  went  to  the  Philadelphia  Art 
Museum  to  research  the  pieces  Td 
bought.  Through  the  Junior  League,  I 
learned  more  about  decorative  arts, 
history,  and  historic  preservation.  I 
learned  a great  deal  about  American 
and  European  history  in  a way  that 
was  meaningful  to  me. 

A number  of  years  later,  after  the 
birth  of  our  second  child,  we  moved 
to  Arlington,  Texas.  My  art  interests 
led  me  to  join  the  Embroiderers' 

Guild  of  America  and  the  Fort  Worth 
Weavers'  Guild,  of  which  I later  be- 
came president.  As  I learned  about 
natural  dyes  and  native  plants  and 
struggled  with  Texas  gardening,  I be- 
came active  in  the  Native  Plant  So- 
ciety. As  my  husband  and  I took  our 
daughters,  Kim  and  Lauren,  touring, 

I became  interested  in  Texas'  greatest 


resource:  natural  history.  Since  my 
poor  backyard  was  sinking  under  the 
weight  of  "prize  specimen"  rocks,  I 
finally  decided  to  take  a junior  college 
course  in  geology.  1 loved  the  class, 
made  the  highest  grade  and  was  as- 
tonished I could  manage  all  my  other 
activities  simultaneously.  Then,  I met 
the  dean  who  urged  me  to  apply  to 
U.T.  A.  I've  been  studying  geology, 
Spanish,  and  political  science  with 
the  goal  of  teaching. 

Returning  to  school  has  challenged 
my  ability  to  manage  my  priorities.  A 
number  of  factors  have  enabled  me  to 
make  this  choice.  First,  and  most  im- 
portant, is  my  family.  Bill  encourages 
and  supports  me  and  takes  pride  in 
my  success.  Although  the  girls,  9 and 
17,  are  busy  with  their  schoolwork 
and  social  lives,  I still  manage  to  be 
home  with  them  in  the  afternoon. 
Second,  I have  a great  deal  of  free- 
dom. My  income  is  not  required  for 
the  family,  and  quite  honestly,  Tm 
still  not  career  oriented.  The  plain 
truth  is  that  for  my  own  self-esteem 
and  security  I will  have  a bachelor's 
degree  and  a marketable  skill.  Third, 
since  Bill's  job  is  in  a state  of  flux  and 
may  necessitate  another  move,  I need 
a "portable"  skill.  Science  teachers 
are  sorely  needed  in  Texas  and 
throughout  the  U.S.  I want  the  Span- 
ish fluency  for  personal  reasons,  but 
as  the  Hispanic  population  increases, 
it  will  be  practical  as  well. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  I am  fasci- 
nated by  everything.  Who  knows  what 
challenges  await  me?  I love  my  sub- 
ject and  I've  been  told  Tm  a good 
teacher.  I would  love  to  work  for  the 
Lamont-Dougherty  Geological  Ob- 
servatory, address  an  American  As- 
sociation for  Petroleum  Geologists 
seminar  (I  was  accepted  as  a student 
member),  do  some  well  logging  on 
mineral  rights  — who  knows?  For 
years  I've  indulged  my  dilettante  atti- 
tude and  learned  about  so  many 
things.  Today,  I am  more  focused, 
and  I like  to  think  I am  wise  enough 
to  separate  fantasy  from  reality. 

Tm  determined  to  reach  my  goal, 
which  is  to  teach  geology  (earth  sci- 
ence) and  biology  (life  science)  to  sec- 
ondary school  students,  and  to  be 
bilingual  in  Spanish.  All  pales  into  in- 
significance though,  as  I remember 
the  essentials:  Faith,  Family,  Coun- 
try, Self.  In  a way,  going  back  to 
school  has  enriched  my  understand- 
ing and  appreciation  of  all  of  these. 
Good  luck  and  Godspeed  to  any  of 
you  who  choose  the  same.

I climbed  a mountain  to  collect  tree- 
core  samples  in  a freezing  rain  so 
cold  my  clothes  froze  to  my  back. 
While  dissecting  a freshly  killed 
rooster,  I punctured  its  intestines  so 
its  last  meal  sprayed  on  my  shirt.  I 
spent  cold  afternoons  counting  snails 
eating  dead  crabs  on  mud  flats  and 
was  caught  out  on  a saltwater  marsh 
as  a winter  blizzard  moved  in.  While  1 
may  sound  like  the  apprentice  of 
some  mad  scientist,  these  are  actually 
just  a few  of  the  "assignments"  I un- 
dertook while  pursuing  a master's 
degree  in  environmental  studies. 

While  for  most,  graduate  work  con- 
jures up  images  of  assignments, 
books,  and  late  nights  at  the  library, 
my  education  sent  me  a bit  farther 
afield.  1 studied  great  apes  at  urban 
zoos  and  walked  through  a cedar 
swamp  dodging  vines  of  poison  oak. 
On  one  occasion,  I spent  a weekend 
hiking  through  laurel  thickets  look- 
ing for  deer  scat  and,  after  three  days, 
found  three  scat.  So  much  for  the 
glamour  of  graduate  school! 

For  five  years,  I had  taught  natural 
history  to  children  at  the  Yale- 
Peabody  Museum  of  Natural  History 
in  New  Haven.  I loved  teaching 
about  dinosaurs,  geology,  Egyptian 
history,  and  dozens  of  other  topics. 
To  satisfy  my  intellectual  curiosity 
and  learn  more  about  these  things  on 
an  adult  level,  1 applied  for  a two- 
year  program  at  the  Yale  School  of 
Forestry  and  Environmental  Studies. 

The  master's  program  allowed  me 
to  pursue  my  eclectic  interests  in 
depth.  I took  courses  in  policy  anal- 
ysis and  the  phytogeny  of  vascular 
plants,  in  meterology,  geology,  and 
evolutionary  theory.  I wrote  papers 
on  the  reclassification  of  Lambeo- 
saurian  dinosaurs,  the  fur  seal  har- 
vest in  the  Pribilof  Islands,  the 
ecology  of  the  sunken  forest  on  Eire 
Island  National  Seashore.  With  no 
plans  to  return  to  my  old  job  or  even 
to  find  a job  when  done,  I was  willing 
to  simply  study  for  the  challenge  and 
fun  of  it. 

While  at  Pine  Manor,  I had  only  a 
vague  idea  of  studying  art  history, 
working  in  an  art  museum,  and  get- 
ting married.  But  the  political  turmoil 
and  social  changes  of  the  'sixties  and 
'seventies  changed  my  perception  of 
myself.  Mrs.  Atkinson,  who  taught 
history,  advised  me  to  take  my 
education  one  step  at  a time  and  to 
give  myself  a solid  background  in  the 
liberal  arts.  She  was  right;  all  my 
PMC  credits  were  accepted  by  Bar- 
nard College  at  Columbia  University, 


where  I earned  my  B.  A.  in  art  his- 
tory. During  my  senior  year,  I 
changed  my  focus  and  later  enrolled 
as  a special  student  at  the  University 
of  Maine  to  study  invertebrate 
embryology. 

After  two  years  of  snail  embryos, 
marriage  looked  a lot  better  and  I 
moved  to  New  Haven  with  my  hus- 
band. While  he  worked  on  his  Ph.D. 
at  Yale  and  taught  hydrology  at  Yale 
and  Penn,  I taught  at  the  Peabody 
Museum,  then  enrolled  at  Yale 
myself. 

Graduate  study  at  Yale  is  geared 
towards  male  students,  preferably 
those  supported  by  a wife.  Many 
women  have  done  well  there,  but  in 
most  departments  the  majority  of 
women  are  young  and  single.  As  a 
married  woman,  homeowner,  and 
taxpayer  involved  in  community  af- 
fairs, I found  I had  little  in  common 
with  my  classmates.  As  much  as  I 
loved  the  studying,  I also  resented 
the  demands  it  placed  upon  my  time. 
Social  activities  ceased,  community 
involvements  died  out,  and  I stopped 
cooking  and  ate  at  a local  restaurant 
most  nights. 

Now  we  live  in  Georgia  and  my 
husband  teaches  at  the  School  of  For- 
est Resources  at  the  University  of 
Georgia.  I am  happily  pursuing  my 
interests:  evolutionary  theory, 

Mayan  art  and  architecture,  Arctic 
and  Antarctic  exploration,  ancient 
Egyptian  history,  paleontology,  and 
geology.  Now  that  Tm  no  longer  a 
student,  I have  time  for  flying  planes, 
birding,  gardening,  playing  tennis 
and  golf,  and  working  with  civic  or- 
ganizations. As  I teach  children  once 
again  at  a local  school  about  garden- 
ing, plant  identification,  soils,  and 
natural  history,  I am  certain  my 
graduate  degree  was  well  worth 
that  climb  up  the  mountain  in  the 
freezing  rain.

Life  at  the  Merry  Mouse  and  Cafe  Le  Chat

Food,  glorious  food  — Oliver  was 
certainly  right.  Why  it  took  me 
so  long  to  get  into  the  food  busi- 
ness, 1 do  not  know. 

Since  childhood,  when  black  cows 
and  s'mores  were  the  rage,  food  has 
been  a source  of  pleasure  to  me.  As  a 
teenager,  my  taste  grew  more  sophis- 
ticated with  such  delights  as  peanut- 
butter-and-marshmallow  sandwiches 
and  Dusty  Millers,  a sublime  concoc- 
tion of  vanilla  ice  cream  dusted  with 
malted  milk  powder  and  drenched 
with  chocolate  sauce.  So  also  grew 
my  waistline  — words  like  diet  and 
nutrition  were  as  foreign  as  Mile. 
Riviere's  first-year  French. 

Like  so  many  of  my  generation,  my 
early  married  years  were  spent  rais- 
ing three  children  and  racing  from 
one  volunteer  project  to  the  next.  In- 
evitably, cooking  became  my  hobby 
and  collecting  cookbooks  an  addic- 
tion. My  husband  and  children  were 
subjects  of  numerous  experiments, 
forgiving  the  disasters  and  praising 
the  successes. 

Over  the  years,  I've  had  some  mar- 
velous opportunities  to  study  cook- 
ing abroad,  once  in  Crete  with  Rose- 
mary Barron,  and  another  time  in 
Florence  with  Guiliano  Bugialli.  This 
year  my  husband,  Gordon,  joined  me 
on  a trip  to  Hong  Kong  where  we 
studied  with  Ken  Horn.  To  say  1 favor 
one  type  of  cuisine  over  another  is 
impossible  as  each  culture  has  its 
own  uniqueness  and  specialties. 

When  the  Merry  Mouse,  a small 
and  charming  Grosse  Pointe  cheese 
shop,  decided  to  expand  and  include 
a cafe,  1 was  asked  if  Td  like  to  be  a 
part  of  the  new  venture.  It  was  a 
made-to-order  opportunity,  and  I've 
worked  there  ever  since. 


The  Merry  Mouse/Cafe  Le  Chat  is 
really  four  businesses  under  one  roof. 
As  well  as  selling  over  200  different 
cheeses  and  a wide  variety  of  pates, 
bakery  goods,  and  specialty  items, 
we  have  gourmet  carry-outs,  full- 
service  catering,  and  a small  but 
elegant  country  French  cafe  that  seats 
36.  Altogether,  we  employ  twenty 
people;  about  half  are  part-time. 

1 have  two  partners:  Andrew  Mo- 
quin,  who  acts  as  general  manager, 
and  Murielle  Hyland,  who  handles 
our  business  and  financial  affairs.  I 
fall  somewhere  in  the  middle  de- 
pending on  what  the  daily  needs  are. 

Prior  to  opening  the  cafe,  our  big- 
gest challenge  was  to  secure  a liquor 
license  to  accompany  the  excellent 
quality  of  cuisine  we  wished  to  serve. 
But,  since  the  city  of  Grosse  Pointe 
has  been  "dry"  since  Prohibition,  we 
had  to  convince  the  residents  and  city 
council  that  not  only  did  our  top- 
quality  French  restaurant  need  a li- 
cense to  attract  patrons  but  that  this 
type  of  establishment  would  encour- 
age more  shoppers  to  visit  our  area. 
Endless  meetings,  peritions,  and  let- 
ters ensued,  but  our  persistence  paid 
off,  and  in  little  more  than  a year  we 
were  awarded  a Class  C license. 

Our  dinner  menu  is  purposefully 
small  and  includes  a choice  of  red 
meat,  poultry,  fish,  or  pasta,  pre- 
ceded by  a variety  of  first  course  se- 
lections as  well  as  a cheese  course 
and  wonderful  pastries  to  follow. 
Lunch  is  more  casual,  featuring 
soups,  salads  and  deliciously  creative 
sandwiches.  We  also  serve  tea  in  the 
afternoon,  which  is  becoming  a pop- 
ular custom. 

We  cater  for  all  occasions,  from  a 
dinner  for  2 to  weddings  for  300.  One 
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Three  Cheese  Soup 

3 Tbs.  butter,  unsalted 
2 c.  chopped  onions 
1-2  t.  minced  garlic 
'he.  flour 

'he.  dry  white  wine 
3-4  c.  chicken  broth 
'll  c.  cream 

'h  lb.  Roquefort  or  Gorgonzola  cheese, 
broken-up 

'h  lb.  good-quality  Cheddar,  broken  up 
salt,  pepper  and  minced  parsley 

4 Tbs.  grated  Parmesan 

Melt  butter  and  gently  saute  onions  for 
about  10  minutes.  Add  the  garlic,  cook  for 
about  3 minutes,  then  add  flour  and  cook 
for  5 minutes  without  burning.  Mix  to- 
gether the  wine  and  broth  and  wisk  into 
onion  mixture  slowly,  and  bring  to  a boil. 
Turn  heat  to  low  and  add  the  three 
cheeses  and  parsley,  stirring  constantly 
until  the  cheese  is  melted  and  thoroughly 
blended.  Season  with  salt  and  pepper, 
and  serve.  Thin  with  broth  if  needed. 
Serves  6. 
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Chocolate 
Decadence 
Cafe  Le  Chat 

1 lb.  semi-sweet  chocolate 
1 10  Tbs.  unsalted  butter 
I 4 whole  large  eggs 
1 1 Tb.  sugar 
I I Tb.  flour 

Melt  semi-sweet  chocolate  and  butter  to- 
gether very  slowly  in  double  boiler  until 
almost  melted.  Remove  from  heat.  Over  i 
double  boiler,  beat  eggs  and  sugar  until 
warm  to  touch.  Then  beat  at  high  speed 
, with  electric  mixer  until  thick  and  pale. 

Fold  in  flour,  then  stir  Va  of  egg  mixture 
into  chocolate  mixture.  Then  fold  the 
chocolate/egg  mixture  into  rest  of  the 
I eggs.  Pour  batter  into  lined  and  greased 
' 8-inch  pan.  Bake  at  425°  for  about  15  min- 
utes. The  center  won't  be  completely  set. 
Cool  to  room  temperature,  then  refrige- 
rate. Decorate  with  chocolate  glaze. 


Chocolate  Glaze 

1 lb.  semi-sweet  chocolate 
O4  lb.  butter 
V.1  c.  whipping  cream 
Liquor  to  taste 

Melt  chocolate  and  butter  slowly  over  low 
heat.  When  completely  melted,  stir  in  the 
cream  very  slowly.  Add  liquor  to  taste, 
and  pour  over  the  cake,  and  spread  down 
the  sides.  Cool  in  the  refrigerator  until 
set.  Decorate  with  flowers,  berries  or 
chocolate  shavings. 


of  our  more  unique  clients,  a yacht 
corporation,  charters  large  yachts  to 
businesses  and  other  groups.  It  tests 
our  imagination  and  sea  legs  to  work 
in  small  galleys  and  serve  large 
amounts  of  food  that  is  top  quality 
and  doesn't  spill  easily!  In  another  in- 
stance, a publishing  company  in  De- 
troit who  wishes  to  entertain  an  im- 
portant group  of  customers  made  an 
unusual  request.  For  dessert,  they 
wanted  miniature  cakes  that  were 
replicas  of  car  racing  wheels,  com- 
plete with  spokes  and  white  walls. 
We  did  it  and  were  rewarded  with  a 
renewed  contract  the  next  year. 

My  working  days  at  the  Mouse  are 
never  routine.  Even  for  a small  busi- 
ness like  ours,  the  paperwork  is  hor- 
rendous, and  I spend  a good  deal  of 
time  with  Murielle  working  on 


assisted  by  a pastry  chef  and  two 
sous  chefs.  They  are  responsible  for 
ordering,  preparation,  catering,  and 
pricing,  although  this  is  overseen  by 
the  management.  I particulary  enjoy 
conferring  with  Chef  Patrick  about 
menus  and  discussing  ideas  I've  dis- 
covered in  my  travels  or  studies. 

Not  surprisingly,  our  primary 
problems  center  around  finding  top 
staff,  especially  in  the  kitchen.  Good 
chefs  are  in  demand  more  than  ever 
with  the  growth  of  so  many  fine  res- 
taurants. Also,  we  must  constantly 
oversee  happenings  in  the  cafe  and 
on  catering  jobs.  Our  next  job  cater- 
ing depends  on  the  success  of  the  last 
one.  We  must  also  be  ready  to  handle 
problems  in  the  cafe  when  they  arise. 
Once  a customer  discovered  a rubber 
band  in  her  salad.  She  has  since  en-

payroll,  taxes,  ledgers,  and  the  like. 
As  much  as  possible,  I'm  on  the  floor 
assisting  customers  in  the  cheese 
shop,  seating  patrons  in  the  cafe,  or 
running  a cash  register.  We  have  all 
served  time  filling  in  dishwashing 
and  bussing  tables  when  someone 
doesn't  show  up.  I particularly  enjoy 
working  with  customers,  whether  it's 
designing  a menu  for  a party  or  help- 
ing them  in  the  cheese  shop.  There 
are  long  days,  too,  when  we're  there 
late,  looking  for  register  mistakes  or 
preparing  a proposal  that  a customer 
must  have  the  next  day.  My  patient 
husband  knows  this  will  be  a frozen- 
dinner  night  when  I crawl  home  way 
past  the  usual  hour. 

As  much  as  I enjoy  cooking,  I leave 
that  to  the  professionals  in  our 
kitchen.  The  staff  is  headed  by  a 
young  and  very  talented  chef,  who  is 


joyed  two  free  dinners  and  has  re- 
turned several  times.  But,  in  another 
case,  a women  complained  about  her 
first  order,  was  brought  a second  she 
disliked,  and  was  brought  a third  be- 
fore we  "caught  on."  Shades  of  Victor 
Victoria  — I'm  sure  the  cockroach 
was  next. 

I have  always  been  grateful  for  my 
liberal  arts  education  at  Pine  Manor 
which  I continued  at  Sweet  Briar. 
While  it  didn't  lead  me  directly  into 
the  food  business,  it  exposed  me  to  a 
variety  of  subjects  and  introduced  me 
to  organization  and  creativity,  two 
qualities  I was  pleased  to  discover  I 
had.  Here  at  the  Mouse,  they  are  con- 
stantly in  demand.  We  are  ready  for 
the  unexpected,  and  a great  unex- 
pected pleasure  it  would  be  to  have 
any  of  you  stop  by  if  you're  in  our 
area.

MARCIA  CODLING,  a 
senior  consultant  at  Arthur  D. 
Little,  Inc.  (ADC),  in  Cam- 
bridge, presented  a lecture  this 
fall  entitled  "Women  in  Con- 
sulting in  Developing  Coun- 
tries." At  ADC,  Codling  has  re- 
cently developed  a market 
entry  strategy  for  the  launch- 
ing of  a new  antiviral  drug. 
Other  recent  assignments  have 
included  reports  on  the  status 
of  the  over-the-counter  drug 
industry  and  the  U.S.  medical 
nutritional  market. 

DONNA  DE  VARONA, 
ABC  sports  commentator  and 
former  championship  swim- 
mer, spoke  before  a group  of 
students,  trustees,  faculty,  and 
staff  on  "Striving  for  Excel- 
lence." In  addition  to  breaking 
18  world  records  and  winning 
two  Olympic  Gold  Medals,  de

Talbot  earned  a B.  A.  from  Newton  College  of  the  Sacred 
Heart,  and  an  M.S.  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts, 
Amherst.  She  has  taught  biology  at  Pine  Manor  since  1972.

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A Scholarship  Returned 


BARBARA  RUSSELL  '34  is  known  as  the  person  who  presented  the 
world's  great  musical  artists,  orchestras,  actors,  and  dance  companies  to 
Montclair,  NJ,  for  30  years.  As  director  of  that  city's  Unity  Institute,  a 
nonpirofit  cultural  organization,  Barbara  was  credited  with  enriching  the 
cultural  life  of  the  community  while  ensuring  that  the  institute  was  finan- 
cially sound. 

Sitting  in  her  beautiful  home  in  Montclair,  Barbara  recently  recalled  her 
experiences  with  the  "great  ones,"  such  as  Itzhak  Perltrian,  Andres 
Segovia,  Isaac  Stern,  Dame  Joan  Sutherland,  and  Andre  Watts.  She  cred- 
ited her  experiences  at  Pine  Manor  with  setting  her  on  a path  which  led  to  a 
diploma  from  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  and  a classical  mu- 
sic career. 

Now  retired  from  the  Unity  Institute,  Barbara  volunteers  her  time 
organizing  a concert  series  at  the  Montclair  Art  Museum.  She  is  also  an  en- 
thusiastic collector  of  antiques,  especially  American  Chippendale  and 
Hepplewhite. 

Pine  Manor  made  a difference  in  Barbara's  life.  Below,  she  shares  her  de- 
sire to  see  other  young  women  experience  that  difference. 

w„  I was  a child,  my  uncle  lived  in  Wellesley  at  the  end  of  Grove  Street.  During  visits  to 
his  home,  we  would  go  by  the  beautiful  Pine  Manor  campus  and  I dreamed  of  attending  college 
there  when  I was  a “grown-up."  I could  see  what  it  looked  like  on  the  outside,  and  I wanted  to  be 
a part  of  life  there  on  the  inside. 

When  I was  older,  I began  corresponding  with  the  registrar.  Miss  Helen  Hall.  As  a part  of  the 
application,  she  asked  me  to  submit  something  I had  written.  I was  a budding  musician,  and  not 
an  essayist,  so  I mailed  in  a song  for  soprano  and  piano  I had  composed  as  a setting  for  a poem  by 
Edna  St.  Vincent  Millay.  A letter  came  back  from  Pine  Manor,  not  only  accepting  me,  but  award- 
ing me  a scholarship  too!  It  was  a joyous  surprise! 

When  I look  back,  that  scholarship  was  a turning  point  for  me.  It  was  something  I had  achieved 
all  by  myself,  and  my  self-confidence  soared. 

While  I was  at  Pine  Manor,  the  understanding  of  my  teachers,  especially  Mademoiselle  Evelyn 
Stewart  and  Miss  Beatrice  Maccabe,  and  the  friendships  with  other  lovely  people  helped  me  along 
the  path  of  adulthood.  I became  more  "grown-up";  mature,  responsible,  and  aware  of  my  possi- 
ble abilities. 

Now  that  I am  retired,  I am  trying  to  repay  the  spirit  of  that  first  award,  so  that  another 
searching  young  woman  may  gain  a boost  to  her  self-confidence.  I am  remembering  Pine  Manor 
in  my  will.
